Outlawing 
Is Approved 


Amendment Due To Go 
To House Today With 
Committee’s Okay

The anti-closed shop amend- 
ment will be reported favorably to 
the house floor today by constitu- 
tion committee No. 1. 

The committee favored the bill, 
19 to 16, yesterday, after hearing 
arguments by legislators and a 
farm chieftain for the measure 
and opposition from three Geor- 
gia mayors and a number of la- 
bor leaders. 

As a constitutional amendment, 
the proposal will require approval 
of two-thirds of the house mem- 
bership of 210. 

Appearing before a meeting of 
house constitution oomeniieen No. 
1 yesterday—a ~ession attended by 
400 persons—Mayors W. B. 
field, of Atlanta; S. R. Albright, 
of Columbus, and W. D. Page, of 
Augusta, begged the legislature 
not to throw rgia’s peaceful 
labor relationship into a turmoil 
that would threaten the war ef.- 
fort. The mayors asked defeat of 
the proposed amendment. They 
praised Georgia’s labor leaders 
and reported their cities had wit- 
nessed no strikes during wartime. 


GRAMLING’S WARNING 

Charles Gramling, president of 
the Georgia Federation vf Labor, 
said employment practice is a mat- 
ter for capital and labor to work 
out and not one for state interfer- 
ence. He warned industries will 
not come to a state where labor 
and capital fight. 

The employer as well as the em- 
ploye would be hurt by the ‘anti- 
closed shop amendment, according 
to George Googe, of Atlanta, 
southern representativ;: of AFL. 
He said it prevents a business firm 
from dealing with one conserva- 
tive union and forces it to deal 
with a mass of unions and unor- 
ganized persons. Georgia’s leading 
business firms don’t want this 
amendment, Googe said. 

These sentiments were echoed 
by Wilmer Lanier, of Augusta, for- 
mer legislator who served as 
attorney. The amendment would 
handcuff employers from hiring 
whom they pleased, the mayor 
said. He contended the amend- 
ment violates the state and na- 
tional constitutions by destroying 
property rights of working con- 
tracts. 

CALLED “ANTILABOR MOVE” 

J. A. Scott, of the railway trans- 
portation brotherhoods, labeled 
the amendment as an anti-labor 
move originating in Michigan, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania. 

Labor delegates attending the 
hearing represented organizations 
in these cities: Columbus, Savan- 
nah, Brunswick, Macon, Augusta, 
Rome, Valdosta, Elberton and At- 
lanta. 

Charles Gillman and Miss 
Lucy Randolph Mason, of the CIO, 
spoke in opposition to the proposal. 
They warned it would cause a mi- 
gration of skilled workers from 
Georgia into states which procect 
the rights of workers to bargain 
collectively. 

Spokesmen for the amendment 
wete Reps. Lovett, of Laurens, and 
Harrison, of Jenkins, and H. L.

Fire, which set off a series of heavy explosions, inflicted 
at least $250,000 in damage last night to the plant of the 
Walker Electrical Company, at 1590 Northside drive, N. W., 
a concern for many months engaged 100 per cent in produc- 


tion of war materials. 


The explosions shook buildings¢the minimum damage at a quar- 


AFL | and knocked out windows in many 


parts of the northwest section. It 
sent thousands to telephones to 
ask The Constitution the source of 
all the noise. Sections affected in- 
cluded Brookwood, Loring Heights, 
Morningside and Peachtree Circle. 


Latest police reports indicate 
that all employes on the plant’s 
night shift escaped without injury. 
A fireman, J. T. Mayfield, was 
painfully injured in a shoulder 
when a hose burst. 

BUILDING WIPED OUT 

The fire, the police said, origi- 
nated in the paint and lacquer de- 
partment of the plant’s main build- 
ing, a corrugated iron structure 
which in reality contains three 
buildings and which measures 130 
feet along Northside drive and 175 
feet in depth. Flames and explo- 
sions destroyed this building. Two 
other buildiags of the plant appar- 
ently escaped without damage. 


The plant employs 300 persons, 
of which 100 work on the night 
shift. There were 15 at work in 
the main building at the time the 
fire started. All of them escaped 
unhurt, police believe. 

In the paint department there 
was a large number of drums of 
lacquer, a highly inflammable sub- 
stance. Fire reaching these drums 
caused the series of explosions, 
said C. P. Owens, general man- 
ager of the plant, who estimated 


ter-million dollars. 

The number of explosions was / 
variously estimated. at from three 
to five. One of them, the heaviest 
of the lot, destroyed every. win- 
dow in the plant’s building. 

WAR PRODUCTS 

According to Owens, the plant 
manufactures for the armed serv- 
ices the following products: 57 
millimeter shell containers, elec- 
trical panels and switchboards, 
rocket fins, telephone head-set 
blocks and a number of other 
high-priority. articles for both 
Army and Navy. 

When the fire broke out,; there 
stood on the railroad siding three 
box cars already loaded with 57 
millimeter shell containers. Al 
Vasso, treasurer or the company, 
rushed through the burning paint 
room and yelled to firemen just 
arriving on the scene: 

“The armed services must nave 
those shell containers.” 

SAVE SHIPMENTS 

The firemen immediately turned 
their attention to them and by 
hard. work succeeded in keeping 
the flames away from the loaded 
box cars. Meanwhile drums of 
lacquer and cases of paint were 
exploding around them, 

The fire broke out at 8:20 p. m., 
according to the police. Several

House Group Strikes Out Home Rule;

Simultaneously, the senate con- 
stitution committee voted, 8 to 2, 
against a proposed’ amendment to 
the revised constitution which 
would permit any municipality to. 
operate its own electric utilities. 

In place of the initiative and 
referendum formula designed by 
the commission in an effort to 
eliminate the host of local bills 
introduced at every session of the 
general assembly, the house com- 
mittee adopted this provision: 

“The general assembly shall 
have authority to provide for uni- 
form systems of county and mu- 
nicipal government, and to pro- 
vide for optional plans of both, 
and shall have authority to pro. 
vide for systems of initiative, ref- 
erendum and recall in both coun- 
ty and municipal governments.” 


House Speaker Harris, who of- 


fered the substitution section, said

He added the 
general assembly already has that 
authority. 

Gov. Arnall and Senate Pres. 
Gross were said by Harris to have 
assisted in working out the substi- 
tute and joined in recommending 
its adoption.

Appointee’s Backers 
Hope President Will Act 
On RFC Billions 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—()— 
Without mentioning his nomina- 
\tion as secretary of commerce, 
President Roosevelt lauded Henry 
Wallace in a message tonight, but 
Wallace backers still looked for a 
direct statement on the cae 
controversy. 

“America, its people and its gov- 
ernment, need Henry Wallace now 
more than ever before,” the Pres- 
ident said in a message read by 
Bruce Bliven, editor of New Re- 
public Magazine, at a testimonial 
dinner for Wallace at New York. 

It was Mr. Roosevelt’s first pub- 
lic announcement relating to Wal- 
lace since sending his nomination 
to be secretary of commerce to 
the senate. 


“NO FAREWELL” | 


Saying “the occasion of the din- 
ner, I am sure, is not one of fare- 
well” for Wallace, the President 
said: 

“T count on his aid, his wisdom 
and his courage in the difficult 
ways to the magnificent hopes we 
hold for a world worthy of his 
faith in the people and of the 
struggles of free people every- 
where, which have so splendidly 
justified that faith.” 

Supporters of Wallace’s nomina- 

tion were known to have expected 
tonight’s message from the Presi- 
dent to be laudatory in nature. 
They are confidently awaiting a 
statement from Mr. Roosevelt bear- 
ing directly on the controversy 
over Wallace’s nomination as sec- 
retary of commerce.

Wallace backers hoped Mr.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—( UP) 
American naval power has termi- 
nated Japanese control of the 
South China sea and the U, S. Pa- 
cific fleet can operate there “any 
time we want to,” Adm.

F. Halsey said today as American 
and enemy sources disclosed that 
American Superfortresses and Al- 
lied carrier bombers were strik- 
ing again at Japan’s homeland and 
her stolen empire. 

Gen, H. H. Arnold announced 
that Superfortress gunners last Sat 
urday destroyed or damaged 119 
Japanese fighters in an hour-long 
battle over Tokyo, according to

“We've got the enémy on his 
heels and we are going to‘ keep 
on socking him wherever we find 
him,” Halsey said. 

Halsey’s Third Fleet sank 563 
merchant vessels and damaged 
1,011, and destroyed 4,370 planes in 
five months. The 90 warships sent 
to the bottom included a *battle- 
ship, four aircraft carriers, four 
heavy crusires, three light cruis- 
ers, 21 destroyers, 18 destroyer es- 
corts, four submarines and 35 
small combat ships. Damaged 
were 153 other vessels, including 
eight battleships and eight heavy 
cruisers. 

A large portion of the total fell 
to Vice Adm. John S. McKain’s fast 
carrier task force, which destroy- 
ed 1,161,000 tons ‘of shipping and 
2 945 planes. 

Gen.. Arnold announced that 
Maj. Gen, Curtis E. Lemay’s Mari- 
anas-based Superfortress bombers 
attacked Iwo island in the Vol- 
cano group some 750 miles south 
of Tokyo today (Japanese time), 
their fourth blow of the war at the 
island from which Japanese bomb- 
ers occasionally sally to harrass 
Saipan. 

Tokyo said bombers also attack- 
ed Hachijo in the Izu group, about 
200 miles south of Tokyo, for the 
first time, and single Superfort- 
resses dropped incendiaries late 
Sunday and early today (Japanese 
time) on Tokyo. The broadcasts 
admitted one “small fire’ but said 
the raids otherwise caused “prac- 
tically no damage.”

Some Ministers 
Need Kick, 
Says Leader

Charging Methodist ministers of 
the North Georgia Conference with 
“physical and spiritual laziness,”’ 
the Rev. Peter Manning, of Elber- 
ton First Methodist church and 
conference director of evangelism, 
in an impassioned address asserted 
the ministers “should have a kick 
in the pants and be told to get 
going” to the work to. which God 
had called them. 

The Manning address on evange- 
lism came as the concluding fea- 
ture of an all-day missionary in- 
stitute held at Wesley Memorial 
church yesterday by ministers and 
laymen of the Atlanta West dis- 
trict, when special studies were 
made of the five objectives fos- 
tered by the Methodist crusade 
for Christ. 

OTHER SPEAKERS 

Other speakers heard during the 
day were District Superintendent 
Wallace Rogers, Mrs. Arthur. Sty- 
ron, the Rev. Hoke Sewell, the 
Rev. J. C. Callaway, Dr. W. F. 
Quillian, Miss Mary Culler White, 
the Rev. W. G. Henry Jr. and 
Walter L. Richard. 

In his earnest address on in. 
tensive evangelistic effort the Rev. 
Mr. Manning cited the figures re- 
ported officially at the recent ses- 
sion of the North Georgia Ccn- 
ference showing that “320 preach- 
ers reported only 4,400 conver- 
sions, with no conversions at all by 
30.” In the Atlanta West district 
of 36 pastoral charges, “only 516 
conversions were reported, with 
five pastors reporting none.” The 
average number of conversions for 
the 852 churches in the conference 
is a small fraction more than five, 
he said. 

“GO TO WORK” 

On the basis of these reports the 
Rev. Mr. Manning urged that 
recognition of failure be made, and 
that ministers “really go to work 
and not be content with such 
meager ingathering of souls.” He 
insisted that ministers should have 
a new vision. rightly directed and 
redirected, with new desires cre- 
ated. 

As conference director of evan- 
gelism the Rev. Mr. Manning is 
attending the 10 all-day mission- 


ary institutes now in progress in 
the upper half of the state, giving 
special emphasis to the evangelism 
feature of the crusade for Christ.

Second City 


GEN. MacARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Luzon, Tuesday, Jan. 
30.—(4#)—American armored units 
sped toward Calumpit, within 25 
airline miles of Manila, Sunday 
after Sixth Army infantrymen 


}swept unopposed into San Fernan- 


do on the heels of several hundred 
Japanese who fled toward historic 
Bataan. 

The armored units shot past San 
Fernando, 34 miles from Manila, 
to enter the narrow neck of land 
between two swamps in a drive 
nearing Calumpit on the Pam- 
panga river. . 

The fall of San Fernando was 
reported in a communique which 
listed Nipponese casualties on Lu- 
zon in excess of 25,000 men as 
against American casualties of 
4,254. At San Fernando, the 
Americans are 90 miles south of 


‘Lingayen gulf, where they landed 


Jan. 9. 

While the push toward Manila 
gained speed, other Americans to 
the north, battling in tough ridge 
country, seized more high ground 
in the Rosario area within 14 miles 
of the summer capital of Baguio. 


MOVE ON CAMP ONE 


The First Corps of Maj, Gen. In- 
nis P. Swift took ridges overlook: 
ing Camp One in behind fallen 
Rosario and also capped a bloody 
fight 15 miles to the southeast at 
San Manuel by annihilating Japa- 
nese in hand-to-hand fighting. 
Around San Manuel, 49 destroyed 
enemy tanks and 789° Nipponese 
bodies have been counted. 

At San Fernando, Russell Brines, 
Associated Press war correspond- 
ent, reported in a field dispatch 
that cheering Filipinos greeted the 
liberating Americans in “one of 
the. most colorful celebrations 
along the triumphant American 
march southward.” 

San Fernando, Luzon’s second 
city, on the railroad to Manila and 
junction point for roads to Manila 
and Bataan, was left virtually in- 
tact. Several hundred Japanese 
fled hurriedly at day-break Sun- 
day toward Bataan. 


DRIVE WEDGE 


On the extreme east side of 
Pangasinan province, the one the 
Americans invaded at Lingayen 
gulf, First Corps elements obtain- 
ed a wedge in highway eight, 
which skirts footbills of the Sierra 
Madre range as it leads to Manila.

SMASH 49 TANKS 


At San Manuel the 25th savage- 
ly repulsed elements of the Japa- 
nese Second Armored Division in 
a midnight encounter, and later, at 
close quarters, completely cleared 
the sector of the enemy, MacAr- 
thur reported. 

MacArthur said “the surprise ef- 
fect of our landing in the enemy’s 
rear and the consequent complete 
disorganization and unbalance of 
his forces which have made him 
fight in detached groups over the 
comparatively open country of our 
advance has resulted in almost un- 
paralleled relative losses. 

“Our own casualties amount to 
1,017 killed, 197 missing and 3,040 
wounded.” 

American warplanes in incessant 
bombing sweeps pounded enemy 
coastal defenses at Fort Drum, at 
the entrance to Manila bay, and 
again hit the Cavite naval base. 


Japs Bolster Positions 


Against China Invasions 


CHUNKING, Tuesday, Jas. 30.— 
(P)—The Japanese, bolstering 
their east China coast positions 
against possible U. S. landings, 
have scored new gains around 
Swatow, the Chinese high com- 
mand said today. 

A Tokyo dispatch declared the 
Japanese, developing the south- 
eastern China coast into a ‘‘con- 
tinental fortress,’ had occupied 
the entire Kwangtung province 
coast nearest the Philippines, and 
were hastily throwing up fortifi- 
cations that would foil any inva- 
sion. 

Deepening their coastal buffer 
zone, the Japanese pressed to 
within six miles of Fungshun, 45 
miles northwest of Swatow, on 
Friday, the high command said.

Foster Seeking 
Writ To Install 
“His Chief Deputy|~ 


The Grimes-Smithwick feud 
over the chief deputy’s post in the 
Fulton county sheriff's office is 
headed for the courts amid infer- 
ences by Carl W. Smithwick, Sher- 
iff A. B. Foster's sponsored candi- 
date, that “politics” is involved in 
his opposition. 

Following refusal of the Fulton 
county commission yesterday to 
spread on the board’s minutes 
Smithwick’s formal appointment, 
Foster filed a writ of mandamus 
to force the commission to .accept 
Smithwick in preference to Ralph 
Grimes, who formerly held € 
chief déeputy’s job but who was 
granted a civil service leave of ab- 

sence to act as sheriff after the 
death of the late Sheriff J. M. 
Mount. 

Sheriff Foster's petition has 
been set for a hearing in the mo- 
tions division of Fulton superior 
court for Feb. 9. At the present 
time Judge A. L. (Jack) Etheridge 
is sitting in the motions division, 
but a shift in duties of judges may 
take place Feb. 1. 

The wrangle over the position 
bas simmered down to: 

1. Whether Foster has the right 
to name his chief deputy as Hous- 


ton White, Foster’s attorney, mm 


elaims he has under a general 
state law commonly ienown as the 
“crown prince act. 

2. Whether Grimes is entitled 
to revert to his old post as chief 
deputy which he was assured by 
eivil service authorities before he 
accepted the acting sheriff's job. 

When White as Foster’s repre 
sentative lost the effort to have 
Smithwick’s appointment made 
the order of the board, he then 
unsuccessfully attempted to hold 
up payment of Grimes’ salary for 
January. 

Harold Sheats, attorney, and 
John Westmoreland, counsel for 
Grimes, held that the commission 
had no discretion in the matter. 
Sheats said that since Grimes is 
recognized as the chief deputy, his 
monthly pay check, amounting to 
$375, should go to him Thursday 
when other county officials are 
paid. 

Commissioner -Charlie Brown 
asserted that if commissioners be- 
come personally liable for pay re 
ceived by Grimes, he for one, 
would pay his part, and Commis- 
sioner I. Gloer Hailey vigorously 
attacked White’s contentions.

Republicans Plan a Constructive Tax Program 


Under its new leadership, the national 
Republican party shows real signs of be- 
coming something more than a party of 
* mere opposition. 


There will be nonpartisan approval of 
the GOP’s latest constructive move—the 
setting up of a special 23-man committee 
to make an exhaustive study of the entire 
tax structure with the over-all objective 
of converting it from “a punitive to an 
incentive basis.” 


The committee—to be broken down 
into three-man subcommittees, each of 
which will make comprehensive analysis 
of a specific phase of the tax. structure— 
will strive to formulate proposals to sim- 
plify returns, stimulate business and per- 
mit maximum postwar employment. 


“Our taxing system still represents a 
patchwork which has been built up over 
the years,” explains House GOP Leader 
Joe Martin. “The strains and stresses of 
postwar conditions will demand a system 


which businessmen and individuals ean at 
least understand. We must remember 
that thousands upon thousands of veterans 
will want to embark in business in the 
postwar years, and the present system 
would offer such an obstacle as to prevent 
their going into business for themselves. 
Unemployment will be the greatest men- 
ace of the postwar era. The first step to 
more jobs is an incentive and not a puni- 
tive tax system. Small business and big 
business must be encouraged and aided in 
creating jobs at good American wages.” 


The administration, of course, is also 
at work on its own postwar tax program. 
But the Republican approach may well 
result in worth-while contribution to pub- 
lic thought on the matter. The GOP, ap- 
parently tired of being called the party 
of negation, is setting out to instigate some 
progressive legislation of its own. Its ef- 
forts are due general public commenda- 
tion. Whatever the final results, it cannot 
be other than time well spent. 


To Help Our Friends, First 


There have been, for some months past, 
reports of much suffering and hunger 
among the Italian people in those areas 
in Allied hands. These reports have been 
seized upon, in some quarters, as basis for 
bitter criticism of the Allied governments. 
It has been said we are unable to feed 
“liberated” populations and it has been 
whispered that these unfortunates were 
actually far better off when the Germans 
were in control. 


What is overlooked, perhaps conven- 
iently, by these critics is that, until we 
invaded their soil, Italy was an enemy 
country. We did not “liberate” Italy from 
the Germans. We forced her, as a full part- 
ner in the enemy axis, to surrender. There 
is no reason why we should feel particu- 
larly generous toward the Italian people 
who, despite all their apologists, permitted 
their country to fight ours and thereby to 
kill many hundreds of American boys. 


Nor can Britain be expected to be 
friendly to the Italian people, remember- 
ing the Italian armies that opposed them 


in Africa, or the Italian planes that joy- 
fully jumped at opportunity to join with 
the Nazi Luftwaffe in the blitz on London. 


It is now explained, however, that 
France, not Italy, will be the nation in 
which the Allies will attempt to demon- 
strate how quickly and how effectively 
they can rehabilitate a land rescued from 
the Nazis. This is as it should be. France 
is our friend and our ally. Once she stands 


safely on her ownseconomic feet again, 


she will be a valuable, fighting ally. We 
propose to help train and arm many divi- 
sions of French troops. We propose, too, 
to do our utmost to see that the French 
people are fed, ‘sheltered and given the 
opportunity to regain that individual 
freedom and that economic security which 
for so long has been the boast of the 
average French citizen. 


It was but proper and wise that we 
refrain, as far as possible, from giving to 
conquered foes, the Italians, supplies we 
now need for the benefit of liberated 
friends, the French.

France Learns 
An Adage of War 


PARIS.—It is possible to ereate an adage 

: about war. It would go thusly: “Do not fight a 

a7 war if it may be avoided. But, if one fights a 

war, then do not lose it.’”’ Perkaps it would be more effective to 
make it shorter: “Do not lose a war.” 


_ One begins to see this coming to Paris by air. There are many 
Signs to show where the Germans were and how unrélenting was 
the attack on them and their positions. There are many villages 
apparently untouched. This is especially true if one” sees them 
blanketed by snow early in the morning before the people have got 
out. The villages look then like so many doll villages on a Christ- 
mas card, snow-covered and still, unmmarred by foot or. vehicle. 
There are those villages which have been “touched” and this shows 
through the snow. Even though the bomb craters look like smooth, 
white dimples, one may see that the “touch” was hard and heavy. 


At some of the airports, too, one may see how the German 
dromes were pounded. Even though the burned and twisted girders 
may have a delicate tracing of snow, giving them the appearance 
of magical iron grillwork, the mind may remove the snow and 
reveal the stark ugly “touch” of flame and explosion. One may 
use the mind to see what happened as Allied wrath poured on the 
Germans in the days before D Day and came even heavier with 
and after that day. 

Burned-out, twisted tanks along the road have their virginal 
blanket of snow. It has seeped into the gashes and torn vents 
and laced them with delicate edgings of white. But even this des- 
perate struggle by nature to cover the physical wrecks of war does 
not succeed. One may see the “touch” of war in the regions be 
hind where the flame is constant. 


; Conditions in France improve slowly. 
Slow Improvement But they improve. It is difficult to 
hurdle the “touch” of war. The trains are beginning to run again, 
a few here and there. But many bridges still are down. The Ger- 
mans took with them all the trucks they could. The Germans took 
many locomotives. Others were destroyed. 

So, there is not much coal and no oil to spare and not much food. 
The second day here I went to call on French friends. We sat in 
the living room of their flat and talked. We kept on our over- 
coats, Our breath congealed into white vapor as we talked. We 
are used to that sight in our own winters, seeing our breath become 
a white vapor as we go out of our homes on cold, snowy mornings. 


Yet, in all Paris, in all France, save in farmhouses with wood 
to burn, there IS no heat. The electric current is turned on but 
two hours per day. There is no time to cook the day’s food. 

So, we talked of this, our breaths floating about before us in 
the frigid air. A 20-month-old baby ran about, playing and laugh- 
ing. His knees looked a little blue, but he ran and played, seeming 
not to notice. 

The German police had come to that door once to take away 
a member of the family. That member had not been located for 
four days. She was expecting a baby in a few weeks and her 
family was frantic. She stayed there for two months, without 
much food, without any of the things expectant mothers should 
have. - The child that had arrived was playing before us, red and 
blue with cold that his sweater and knitted pants would not keep 
out. He did not mind, He had learned even before he was born 


how to endure things, 

: Outside the windows the street looked as 
Hard To Picture snow-covered streets usually look. It was 
difficult to picture it as a battle street in which men had lain dead, 
their blood trickling into the gutters. 

Those windows had remained shuttered and dark for eight days 
during the last period of fighting. All the windows and doors of 
Paris were closed and inhabitants crouched behind them because 
the Germans, with the Allied guns within sound and the forces 
of revolution loose in the city, fired at any window which was open. 

There were stories of young men who hid in near-by forests to 
escape being sent into Germany as laborers in the factories. There 
were stories of torture and brutality until it seemed fitting our words 
should become visible as cold, frozen vapor so coldly terrible were 
the records of German inhumanity and brutality. 

France is, in a sense, worse off than when the Germans were 
here. The Germans wanted French farm produce and French 
production. They paid for it liberally, with money they got by 
turning the printing presses. When they left they tried to make 
France of as little value as possible to the victors. They left too 
hurriedly to do a full job. But their touch is here ir lack of trans- 
portation and in manpower. Several million Frenchmen are prison- 
ers of war or toil in German plants. 

Trudging back to one’s hotel, one thought with greater gratitude 
of the men who fight on the line, winning a war for us. Because 
there is no greater adage for one to have than the one which 
reads: “Do not lose a war.”

There is intended nothing derogatory in that 
Sees word “clown.” If you have read the book to 
= which I refer you will understand. And just 
about the only way for your full understanding is for you to read 
the book. 

It is called “Your Kids and Mine.” It is written by Joe E. 
Brown, comedian of stage and screen whose trademark is his ex- 
cessively wide mouth. It is the intimate and personal story of his 
travels all over the world, carrying laughter to our boys who are 
fighting for us. It is a written appreciation of those kids and it 
is one of the most moving and most beautifully written things I’ve 
found in print for a long, long time. 

Joe E. Brown traveled 150,000 miles on and over the battle 
fronts of the world. His. report is factual, which means it must 
tell, vividly, some of the horrors of war, but it is primarily about 
the boys, individually and en masse, the hundreds of thousands of 
lonely, homesick kids to whom he brought the surcease of laugh- 
ter and the balm of a glimpse of home, for a little while. 

. : I don’t know, quite, how it happened I 
Accidental Choice took this book home to read. I was 
standing in the lending library, as we all stand now and then, 
just casually picking up a book, glancing at it and laying it down 
again. Most I returned to their places on the shelves, but a few 
I stacked in a little pile, my selections for a weekend’s reading. 
And, when I got home, I found “Your Kids and Mine” among those 
I’d carried home. 

Somehow you don't think of a professional funny man, the 
modern equivalent of the court jester, as a worth-while literary 
figure. So I opened Joe Brown’s book rather casually. I read 
the first page. I read the first chapter. And I hated the inter- 
ruption for dinner. I went back to the book as soon as the meal 
was over and didn’t put it down again until I had read every word. 

I don’t think I was unusually emotional. But I must confess 
there were many places in this book where I choked on that old 
lump in the throat and I had to blink my eyes, rapidly, to clear 
away the fog which blurred the words.

There is a chapter, early in the book, telling how the news of 
his son’s death came to Joe Brown, at a theater where he was 
playing hi® part as a professional funny man, a clown with a funny 
face, in Detroit.

“The next few days were a dark abyss. I seemed to be fall- 
ing through endless chaos; I couldn’t get hold of mygelf. And 
then one night when I was alone I felt something I had never 
known before. It was the presence of God. It was a peace that 
passes understanding. I felt God’s arms around me, in a way I 
cannot possibly describe. It is difficult for me even to mention 
such an experience as this. I force myself to do it only because 
it may help someone else in grief.... 

“Perhaps this chapter about my boy doesn’t belong in this 
book. I had planned not to tell this story, for it is our private 
grief, and I love the world too much to add one ounce of sorrow 
to it. But it is hard for me to report to you about your kids 
without mentioning mine. For I got to know your boys out on all 
the fronts because of my son. 

“Besides, no grief is- private any more. Something so big 
has happened to this world that none of us owns anything alone 
now. ... The road back from sorrow is dark and lonely, but 
many must travel it this year and next. It helps to know there 
are others making the journey, not talking about it, not weeping 
where they can be seen... and going on with the work that 
must be done. , 

“And my work is laughter. Ever since I can remember I 
have wanted more than anything else just to make people laugh 
when they looked at me. ... And now, during the last two years, 
I have wanted and have tried to give a laugh to every kid on 
every fighting front on this globe... ., 

“You have your work to do, and I have mine, and mine is to 
make you laugh. If I have not made you laugh in this chapter, 
you must forgive me; I’ll try to do better. For that is the text 
of my war work, as it is the text of my life now, to banish-tears 
with laughter.”

GIVE THE PEOPLE A CHANCE 
TO TRY HOME RULE 


(Walker County Messenger) 


One of the livest measures be- 
fore the present Georgia general 
assembly is home rule. For more 
than a dozen years this same is- 
sue has faced every session of the 
legislature, and each time it has 
been tabled or defeated, but inter- 
est and sentiment among the peo- 
ples of the counteis -have in- 
creased, until now it is almost a 
demand that the representatives 
in the assembly take action to give 
the people of the cities, towns and 
counties a right to determine their 
own local affairs by the vote of 
the people in these localities 
themselves. 

Injustices and burdens imposed 
by enacting measures of purely 
local content by the general body 
the past few years, has aroused 
sentiment among the people to 
pass on local measures themselves, 
whereby the majority may enact 
or defeat local measures. 

By home rule is meant that the 
people in a town or county by) 
their vote enacts laws that are of 
local application only, issues that 
affect the town or county. 

About two-thirds of all legisla- 
tion that comes before the legis- 
lature is local legislation, matters 
that could be handled more satis- 
factorily by local units than by 
the legislature, matters that should 
be determined by the localities af- 
fected. Such a law would rélease 
the general assembly for studying 
and enacting measures for the 
welfare of the whole state.. As it 
is time is taken up on local mat- 
ters, leaving less time for the big 
issues. Local matters also en- 
courage the vicious, sometimes, 
trade and barter cystem among 
members of the: whole body of the 
legislature. 

We believe the people of Walker 
county are fully capable of taking 
care of their own local affairs, as 
we believe the people in the other 
counties are also, and we insist 
that our representatives .in both 
branches of the general assemly 
now in session advocate and help 
pass the home rule measure, feel- 
ing that it is for the best interests 
of our people, and believing that 
our people in this county as well 
as in other counties want such a 


|measure enacted.

Panicky Germans 
Foresee Early Defeat 


WASHINGTON.—To appreciate the feeling of 
Rs 4 panic which all of the European dispatches indi- 
Bats, cate is sweeping over the Reich, it is necessary 
only to point out that the Russians, as of the present writing, are 
now no farther from Berlin than Macon is from Atlanta—a meager 
100 miles, more or less. 


If one can imagine the hysteria that would exist in the Georgia 
capital with an invading army of several million men no more 
than a hundred miles away, you can get a fairly accurate picture 
of conditions in Berlin today. 


Adding to the growing anxiety of the German nation is the fact 
that Gen. Eisenhower, with an equal number of men, is poised on 
the western boundaries of the country not more than 300 miles 
from the heart of the Reich—or the distance from Savannah to 
Atlanta. 


From their observation of Eisenhower’s movements, his reported 
concentration of troops in various sectors, the Germans are con- 
vinced that American and British forces are prepared to launch a 
great new winter offensive of their own, coinciding with the pon- 
derous blows being struck by the Red army in the east. 


In Washington there is a feeling that 
giant new blows are in the making 


on the western front. 


Immediately across the path of the two great Allied armies, the 
Russians in the east and British and Americans in the west, lie 
the two most important industrial areas of Germany—Silesia and 
the Ruhr valley, the Pittsburgh and the Detroit of the Reich. 


A mortal blow would be delivered to Germany by the loss of 
either of these areas. Her capacity to wage further war for any 
considerable time would be all but destroyed. 


Upper Silesia is already acknowledged by the Germans to be in 
Russian hands. Workers are fleeing plants in other cities of the 
area not yet reached by the Red army. The Ruhr valley, for all 
practical purposes, has been neutralized ever since Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s men pulled up within reach of the Rhine. 


Thus the long-awaited day of doom is swiftly closing in on the 
Germans. The inexorable hand of retributive justice moves on to 
its inevitable end. 


Germany’s final downfall may be a matter of days or it may 
be delayed ‘for a few months, depending on the success of giant 
Allied operations now in progress or in the making. 


The panic which has seized Berlin in the face of the onrushing 
Red army tide is evidence enough that the Germans themselves 
realize the end is near. But for the iron grip of the Nazi warlords, 
Hitler and his gang, plus the fear of retribution at the hands of 
peoples they have outraged, the Germans might be expected to re- 
peat history by throwing in the sponge as they did in the last 
World War. 

As it is, while anything may happen, they probably will stand 
up to the end, fearful of the awful consequences of their past crimes. 


Riotin But the reported panic in Berlin tells the story. Neutral 
g sources tell of riotings in the capital city. Storm troop- 
ers are said to be shooting people down maintain order. Thou- 
sands of workers and civilians are pouring into the city from 
evacuateti areas in the path of the Russians. Government functions 
are hastily being shifted to other parts of the country. The Nazis 
are fleeing like rats leaving a sinking ship. 

The true story may be even worse than this. Panic and hysteria 
are gripping the hearts of the Germans. 


All .of this is strangely reminiscent of the earlier days of the 
war when the Germans were running roughshod over Europe. The 
peoples of France, Poland, Norway, Denmark, Belgium and the Low 
Countries were seized with a similar panic. 

Now the shoe is on the other foot. The warmongering tribes of . 
the Reich are being brought to justice. They are being given a 
dose of the same medicine they have been passing oul tw other 
people for these past five years. The world will not bemoan the 
misery of their lot. They brought it on themselves. 

It is not too much to hope that from their coming debacle the 
Germans will learn a lesson that will make them more law-abiding 
citizens of the world. The Russians are prepared to teach them 
that lesson. It is long overdue. 4

Continuing my running com- 
mentary on the dangerous attitude 
of the Blue network, one of our 
big national radio chains, toward 
miscalled news broadcasters spe- 
cializing in excitement and false- 
hood, here are chapter and verse 
on a specific incident. 


On the Sunday evening after 
te recent election, Drew Pearson, 
in his program over the Blue, said 
that Frank Sinatra had called at 
my room at the Waldorf Astoria 
on election night to take a punch 
at me for opposing his friend, Mr. 
Roosevelt, and; not finding me in, 
crntented himself by mussing up 
the room. 


This was an absolute fake. 


Sinatra undoubtedly did get 
tight, as later inquiry showed, 
and returned from Sidney Hill- 
man’s PAC headquarters to his 
own apartment in the same hotel 
where he caused large disorder 
and was subdued by a house de- 
tective. In all large and well- 
conducted hotels, of which the 
Waldorf is one, all unusual inci- 
dents are investigated promptly 
and reports are made in writing 
to the front office. Such reports 
were made in this case. 


A few days after Pearson’s 
broadcast, I began to detect the 
technique of the New Deal Com- 
munist smear which puts an op- 
ponent in an unfavorable light 
without libelling him. An item 
'had appeared in one of the New 
Deal gents’ room columns re- 
porting that Sinatra had refused 
to work in the Waldorf’s Wedge- 
wood room unless I checked out, 
There was no libel in that, either, 


it was a smear. 


So I inquired of Lucius Boom- 
er, the managing director, who 
said that of course there was no 
truth in it and that any time any- 
one hired to sing, dance or do 
card tricks in the saloon attempt- 
ed to edit the*guest list he would 
get rid of the performer. 


because, in the newspaper busi- 
nessg a reporter who brings in 
fakes is fired, thé paper runs a 
“beg pardon” and that is that. 


Instead of offering any redress, 
however, Mark Woods, one of the 
Blue’s vice presidents, suggested 
that I write a piece about it. He 
said they could use the publicity 
but he made no offer to right a 
wrong. 


That made me curious as to 
how radio treats people who have 
been smeared with political or 
personal motivation so I called on 
Chester La Roche, another vice 
president, whom I have known 
for years, and Ed Noble, a New 
Dealer, who had served in the 
Department of Commerce, and 
then acquired the Blue and be- 
came ts president. : 

Both La Roche and Noble said 
Pearson was a headache to them 
because they thought he was ma- 
licious and unreliable but couldn’t 
get rid of him because, by the use 
of such methods and material, he 
had acqired a large popular fol- 
lowing. 

Noble said an apology might be 
arranged but that if he gave one, 
Pearson would contrive it in such 
a manner as to make it worse than 
the original fake. He took a help- 
less attitude. La Roche cited an 
item which Pearson had broadcast 
about the automobile trip to Wash- 
ington of John Foster Dulles, Tom 
Dewey’s adviser on foreign rela- 
tions during the campain to con- 
fer with Cordell Hull on solemn 
state business. He said Pear- 
son had made it appear that 
Dulles had used the gas for this 
travel because he had a sore toe 
but that he, La Roche, knew that 
the trouble was much more seri- 
ous, in fact a bad infection. He 
thought Dulles had suffered a se- 
rious injustice but that was the 
end of that. 

At no time did they offer an 
independent retraction or correc- 
tion but, in the end, they said that 
if I brought in affidavits from the 
Waldorf house detectives and the 
management, they would make 
one. 

My point has been that the vic- 
tim should not have to go to such 
extremes to disprove a fake. He 
might not know how to go about 
it. He might not have time. He 
might be away, even overseas. 


Still, La Roche and Noble now 
insist that they are anxious to give 
fair and complete _ retractions 
when their commentators are 
proved unfair and that they re- 
view all their scripts for “appro- 
priate news authority.”

Medical Missionary 
Reports on India 


THOMASTON.—It was a long journey from 
central India back to Upson county, Georgia, and 


not an easy one. 


First, there was a 14-day journey 


to the port of embarkation, then 40 days on a troop ship that was 
originally designed for some 900 passengers but was carrying nearly 
5.000. The greater part of that voyage was through tropical waters 
and there was almost no outside ventilation; the fans churned the 
hot, stale air over again and again. 


In a cabin for two, there were 
11 persons, men, women and two 
small girls. In the public rooms, 
used in peace time for foyers, 
writing rooms and dance halls, the 
cots were jammed so close togeth- 
er that there was scarcely room 
Every 
night the ship was blacked-out, 
of course, and there were constant 
lifeboat drills. The few civilians 
aboard had to be up for breakfast 
at six if they got any, lunch was 
at 11 and dinner at 5. But there 
were delicious meats, the thick 
sirloin steaks which are only a 
memory to people back home in 
the U. S., juicy beef roasts, crisp 
bacon. 

The soldiers on board deserved 
them; they were coming back to 
the States on furlough after long 
months overseas service. The ci- 
vilian passengers, too, were en- 
titled to share those luxuries, for 
many of them were American mis- 
sionaries who had stuck by their 
foreign posts through hardships 
and the danger of invasion. The 
remainder were young Chinese 
men -and women en route to the 
U. S. for study. They had been 
flown out of starving, war-rav: 
aged China and in America they 
would find—for the first time in 
eight years—safety, peace and 
plenty. 

Arriving at last at a California 
port, the returning missionaries 
were met by the Red Cross and 
driven by automobile to Los ~An- 
geles. “They drove so slowly,” 
said Dr. Girardeau, “that we could 
actually see the country. I was 
amazed and delighted. When I 
was at home five years before, 
everyone was tearing through the 
country as if they were fleeing 
from barbarians—my hair stood 
on end every time I set foot in a 
car. But this was wonderful. Is 
there a new speed limit?” 


“Yes. Thirty-five miles an hour 
on highways. A good many of us 
like this quaint old custom,” I an- 
swered. “But tell me, Ivylyn, how 
close the Japs came to the place 
where you lived in India. You 
used the term ‘fleeing from bar- 
barians’—did you have to do 
that?” 


Since Dr. Girardeau and I had 
played piano duets together in 
grammar school, recited Virgil 
in high school and roomed togeth- 
er for a while at Agnes Scott, it 
was a bit difficult to keep the in- 
terview on a professional basis. I 
kept recalling.that her capable 
hands—engaged in obstetrical 
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work for the past 12 years among 
native women in a province in In- 
dia—had been equally good at 
wielding a hockey stick, a tennis 
racquet, and playing Mozart so- 
natas. “Were you in danger from 
Jap invasion?” 

“There was a big scare two 
years ago when they overran 
Burma and got as far as Assam— 
but they never came any closer. 
Of course Calcutta and Chitta- 
gong were bombed, but that 
wasn’t actually close to us. You 
see, Jhansi, where our hospital 
is located, is in the United Prov- 
inces, almost in the geographical 
center of India.” 

“Were there any American 
troops stationed near you?” 

“Yes, there was a training camp 
close by and though I saw only a 
few soldiers, one of the other mis- 
sionaries entertained them fre- 
quently. She could make waffles 
and biscuits and cook fried chick- 
en and the boys certainly went 
for that! You know, I never was 
much of a cook, and the servant 
problem over there is quite se- 
rious.” 

“No! Don’t tell me it’s bad in 
India, too—” 

“It was bad in Jhansi. It is 
quite a large military center, you 
know—all the records for the Brit- 
ish army are. kept there, the of- 
fices are simply huge—and, of 
course, their officers got all the 
servants. All the cooks are Eng- 
lish trained.” 

“That brings up the inevitable 
question, Ivylyn, of Indo-British 
relations. Are the British hated 
throughout India?” I asked. 

“As ¢ race, yes. As individuals 
==,” 

“T want to know all about that. 
And about Ghandi—whether or 
not you think he is a fake—about 
tle Calcutta famines, and _ the 
work at your hospital, and what 
is going to happen in India after 
the war.” 

“One at a time, please,” she 
laughed. “You must remember 
that I’m not an expert on poli- 
tics, but if 12 years’ residence in a 
country gives one’s opinions any 
weight.” 

“I’ve known persons who based 
their’s on 12 weeks’ residence,” I 
replied with several severe twinges 
of conscience. ‘‘Now suppose we 
begin with the Indian attitude to- 
wards Britain.”

A TOWN’'IN LORRAINE.—The 
Land of Babel has found a com- 
mon tongue at last.

How- 
ever they may differ, as slaves 
they all share the common bond 
of a fierce loathing for the Nazi 
overlords who wrenched them 
from their homelands and beat, 
tortured or starved them. 

The Nazis who sowed the seeds 
of race hatred are facing the 
harvest time, and a bumper crop 
it is. A passionate hope for ven- 
geance is uniting people from the 
farthest corners of Europe. It 
seems for the moment at least to 
overshadow even the anxiety to 
return to their native cities and 
villages. And this is not as strange 
as it seems. 

Home, to many of these unhappy 
people, has become a word filled 
with dark fears and a nightmare 
of memories. Dignified Soroka 
makes a hopeless gesture with his 
hands when the prospects of a re- 
turn are mentioned. 

“After all,” he says through an 
interpreter, ‘‘most of us are afraid 
to know the truth about our 
homes. Most of us have had no 
word for two or three years, but 
we have seen much and can guess 
the rest.” 

The scene in this mess hall is 
only a fragment of the problem 
which presents itself in the un- 
scrambling of Europe’s uprooted 
populations. It is a scene which is 
being duplicated in every corner 


of territory reclaimed from the 
Germans, 


In this camp alone there are 
bunks for 500. At another town a 
few miles away there are accom- 
modations for 1,000. In the same 
vicinity is yet another, with room 
for 2,200 


Each of these camps has been 
virtually full the last’ three 
months. With a constant stream of 
German siave labor from the 
mines of Thionville and Longuyon, 
and the factories of the Saar and 
Moselle basins freed by American 
forces, similar camps thickly dot 
the whole northeast border of 
France and Belgium. 

Here the displaced persons of 
all nations are cared for under a 
joint arrangement of the American 
Army and the French authorities. 

Sleeping in crude, double bunks, 
in long barracks or huts, they get 
clothes through the American 
Red Cross or the American Army’s 
Civilian Affairs Branch, if need- 
ed. They have French army doc- 
tors to guard their health, and 
French WACs to supervise their 
living arrangements. 

The two meals a day are plain— 
supper last night was cabbage 
soup, fish and black bread—but 
the quantity makes it seem like 
heaven after the German rations 


of soup and a quarter of a pound 
S bread for working 12 hours a 
ay. 

After two or three weeks here, 
the wanderers are moved to larg- 
er camps in the interior, of 
France, for reshuffling according 
to nationalities. And they take 
with them bittef tales of years of 
enslavement. 

Radosavovich, a Yugoslavian ex- ~ 
school. teacher, is on crutches be- 
cause he fled the factory com- 
pound in the Moselle valley with 
several hundred others when the 
American Army approached. 

A pretty, 18-year-old Russian 
girl, Maza Dunja, interrupted to 
tell how she and her friends were 
beaten when they fell sick, and 
failed to appear for work in a 
metal factory. 

Another interrupted in turn to 
tell how her brother was hanged 
before her eyes in the Ukraine, 
because another brother had turn- 
ed Partisan. And on and on the 
stories go, piling up tragedy on 
tragedy until the listener is 
wearied by the sheer weight of 
massed woe. 

But the victims who lived 
through these things do not weary 
so easily. They are remembering 
past years hour by hour and min- 
ute by minute—and waiting.

soon, the Hon. J. Knox 


Gholston, of Comer, Ga., may give the legisla- 

e ture his solution to the problem of inequitable 
distribution of state highway money among counties. The senate 
already has invited this highway board member to outline his plan, 


and the house probably will do likewise. 


Gholston came into the 


news a few weeks ago when he charged that 100 of Georgia’s 159 


counties are being treated unfairly. 


His complaint chiefly was 


about the system built up in past administrations, and under which 
the present administration is working, and future administrations 


will work unless stopped by the legislature. 


That is the policy of 


giving to those who have—at the expense of those who have not. 
The State Highway Department distributes gasoline revenue to 


counties for road maintenance purposes. 


Under some quaint law, 


the department hands out this money on a basis of state highway 
mileage in a county—and then proceeds, itself, to maintain the 


state roads. 


In other words, the state pays the county to repair 


the state highway, and then goes ahead and does the maintenance 


work itself. 


It's Bad, All Agree 


This, as Gholston says, and Gov. Arnall 
and Speaker Harris agree, is bad. Those 


counties which have in the past been politically fortunate enough to 
obtain large mileage of state highways also get large portions of 
state money which they can use—not to maintain state highways— 


but to build county roads. 


And the less fortunate counties plug 


along on small portions of state roads and little state revenue. 
Gholston says the counties should be paid on a basis of total mile 


" age, instead of state mileage within their boundaries. The, high- 


‘way department cannot remedy the unfair method of distributing 
money It’s up to the legislature to change the law under which 


the department is forced to operate. 


In attempting to place all 


counties on an equal footing, however, the general assembly will 
have to remember postwar needs for four-lane highways across 
the state. The legislature would not want to halt construction of 
a major tourist Aighway at the line of some presently-favored coun- 
ty, until a less-favored county could pave enough unimportant 
rural roads to catch up on its share of state money. Gov. Arnall 
says the general assembly will have to make up its mind whether 
to use a small surplus of state highway money to build four-lane 
highways or to distribute to unfavored counties, 

But the fact remains that two-thirds of Georgia’s counties are 


not getting their just share of state road money. 


Maybe after 


hearing Gholston speak the legislature can arrive at some kind of 


a solution.

The fate of the bill, which em- 
powers draft boards to assign men 
of 18 through 45 to war produc. 
tion jobs, is considered highly un- 
certain.

Southern Democrats refused to 
budge from their contention the 
bill would be unsuitable without 
an amendment permitting men as- 
signed to jobs to work in a closed 
shop without joining a union. Such | of

the House Military Committee, but 
was later withdrawn. 


Rep. Wadsworth, Republican, 
New York, seeking to soften cr- 
ganized labor’s opposition to it, 
proposed that it be rewritten to 
include language underscoring the 
inviolability of existing collective 
bargaining and other labor laws. 

“It is still an anticlosed shop 
amendment,” commented * Rep. 
Philbin, Democrat, Massachusetts, 
who said he bespoke the views of 
organized labor. 


Rep. Cox, Democrat, Georgia, 
complained that the legislation 
“fails woefully to satisfy the de- 
mands of public opinion,” and is 
“hardly more than a gesture and 
an illusion.” Cox is leading the 
fight for restoration of the “anti- 
closed shop” amendment. 


Recalling that leaders of the 
Army and Navy have requested 
the legislation, Rep. Smith, Demo- 
crat, Virginia, said the house 
must decide “whether to give a 
vote of no confidence to the gen- 
eral staff.” 

The Virginian, supporting the 
drive for more stringent labor con- 
trols, said he would vote for the 
bill regardless of its final shape. 

The contention. of Chairman 
May, Democrat, Kentucky, of the 
Military Committee that the legis- 
lation would help solve the current 
manpower problem was disputed 
by Rep. Short, Republican, Mis- 
souri, a committee member. 

“We have not a shortage of man- 
power, but a waste of manpower,” 
the -Missourian declared. “This 
bill seeks to solve a local prob- 
lem on a national basis. It would 
subject 99 per cent of the labor- 
ing men of this country between 
the ages of 18 and 45... to rigid 
regulations and compulsion in or- 
der to reach the other one per 
cent that is now needed for work.” 

The need, Short said, is not more 
legislation “but some honest, ef- 
ficient and fearless administra- 
tion.” 

. “Are we going to raise up a

abroad?” Short asked. “This con- 
scription is the quintessence of the 
Nazi-Fascist philosophy we are 
fighting against.”

WFA LABOR OFFICE TO STAY HERE 
BUT PERSONNEL WILL BE REDUCED 


The Labor Procurement Office of the War Food Admin- 
istration will not be transferred from Atlanta to Philadelphia 
as announced here last week, War Food Administrator Marvin 
Jones has advised Reps. Peter, of Florida, and Robert Ram- 


speck, of Decatur. 


The labor office here employes more than 150 clerical and 
executive workers, a majority of whom are permanent resi- 
dents of Atlanta. Many of the employes declared their in- 
tentions of resigning instead of moving to Philadelphia. 


The 


proposed move to Philadelphia was hotly contested by 


Georgia and Florida members of the house of representatives, 
and by The Constitution, which published an editorial last 
Thursday questioning the feasibility of the move. Florida oppo- 
sition was based on the contention the office handles procure- 
ment of Bahaman labor, and it would not be practical to handle 


that matter from Philadelphia. 


Commissioner of Agriculture Tom Linder said yesterday he 
had received -wires from Georgia congressmen, advising him 
of the retention of the office “with a redyction in personnel.” 

Linder said he received telegrams from Sen. George, Sen. 
Russell and Reps. Tarver, Cox, Brown, Gibson and Wood. None 
estimated the scope of the personnel reduction.

2. Establishment of an “extra 
board” through which present 
members of the fire department 
could work double shifts on a vol- 
untary basis and receive addition- 
al compensation for such service. 

Faced with the prospect that 
passage of the act would take all 
men under 26 years of age from 
the fire department and possibly 
from the police force, the board 
last night instructed Councilman 
James E, Jackson, board member, 
to press for amendment of the po- 
lice department civil service laws 
so as to exclude témporary ap- 
pointees from civil service rights. 

Board members also discussed 
the “extra board” feature, but 
withheld action pending develop- 
ments. It was indicated it would 
be tried if the manpower crisis 
becomes more critical. 

Jackson told the board that all 
men under 30 are in danger from 
proposed new drafts, but that 
some of those over 30 may be 
saved, 

Fire Chief Styron said that only 
325 men are now on the depart- 
ment, a number which is 24 below 
the normal complement.
